Recalls to Mind of Former Marlon 
Boy Experiences of Kis Own 
Along Fords Ferry Road

Kind Editor: — 

I have read with thought and 
p'easure the article in your good 
paper entitled. "Chased By The 
Sheriff." and written by "Zeb- 
ulum" himself.

And 
said treasurer shall keep a seper- 
ate account of such funds from 
that paid to him by the sheriff.

$1.00 per day, for eadiday of
